Long lines of clerks and tabula- 
tors wait at opening hour each 
morning to go to work on the re- 
turns that have comé in from the 
supervisors,

at headquarters here, as compared

Already the 
force has grown from 1261 on Jan. 
1 to 4317. 

The first job on the more than 
73,000 schedules now at headquar- 
ters is a careful check for accura- 
cy to verify the vouchers for the 
pay of the supervisors. 


Each superviser gets a flat $1300' 


plus $1 for each 1600 persons enu- 
merated, plus $1 for each 100 farm 
schedules, plus 10 cents eagh for 
the more involved schedules—man- 
ufacturing, drainage, distribution, 
construction, etc. 

The voucher verification ig part 
of the “hand count” on which the 
first 1930 census bulletin, to be is- 
sued in Congressional reapportion- 
ment, will be based: Two hundred 
persons are at work on the “hand 
count.” 

Next comes “coding,” the process 
by which “personal information’ 
ig transformed into “abstract sta- 
tistics” for tabulation purposes. 

“Clerks, acting under detailed in- 
structions, must*examine the data 
for each man, woman, and child 
and see that it is co nt before 
coding,” said Director Steuart. 
“Coding clerks must have a high 
degree of accuracy and memory.

A soda fountain 26 Pek long 
costs $5000, and has a steam table 
next to refrigerated chambers 
without any conflict in»tempera- 
ture. It is arranged so that the 
customer may constantly face the 
soda-dispenser while he is “manu- 
facturing’ the drink. The ideal 
fountain temperature for cold 
drinks is about 40 degrees Fahren- 
heit, with ice cream temperatures 
25 to $5 degrees lower. A thin 
glass is said to be an average of 4 
degrees cooler than a thicker one. 

Eighty per cent of the soda foun- 
tains are near the door, and the 
drug counters are’ plared ut the 
rear of the store so customers will 
fliave to go by the cigar counter;

Dred Scott Case Records . 
To the New Civil Courts 


Original File of Negro’s Suit for Freedom That 
Smashed the Missouri Compromise 
to Be Transferred. 


\ 


Among the 600,000 files being 
moved from the Old Courthouse to 
the new Civil Courts building there 
is one which will not be dumped 
into a truck and hauled like so 
much baled paper. The file in the 
historic Dred Scott case will get 
more careful treatment than that. 

Yellowed and in many piaces 
written in ink fading from legi- 
bility this worn pack of some 58 
documents—the prize historic pos- 
session of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court—will move from its old home 
to its new one on the person of 
some very responsible official. 
Every likelihood is that the guard- 
ian will be Circuit Clerk John 
Schmoll. : 

No chances are taken with the 
Dred Scott file. For many years it 
has been kept\in a safe and in the 
new building on Twelfth boulevard 
it will be just as securely stored 
under lock and key. 

The collection of pleas, subpenas, 
depositions, motion for a new trial 
and bills of exceptions constitute 
the record of the original case in. 
which the final decision by the. 


in effect, a declaration that the 
Missouri Compremise was uncon- 
stitutional and void. Indignation in 
the North was unrestrained. Chief 
Justice Taney’s obiter dictum, dealt 
a stunning blow to the young Re- 
publican party whose cardinal doc- 
trine was that Congress should 
establish freedom in all the terri- 
tories, 
Lincoln Stirred to Action. 

The decision caused the prairie 
lawyer who was to be the Civil 
War President to break out mili- 
tantly. The thought. that a Negro 
slave’s petition for freedom after. 
a lengthy residence in free terri- 
tory should be denied and as well 
the people of a territory refused 
the right to declare against slavery 
if they so desired had filled Lin- 
coln with hot resentment. 

The case which so alarmed Lin- 
coln was filed in St. Louis Circuit 
Court April 6, 1846, and set for the 
November term. “Jno.” Ruland 
was the Clerk. The next day the 
petition was executed “by reading 
it and the order of the Judge to 
Irene Emerson,” the widowed own- 
er of Dred Scott ,the Negro slave 
who sought his freedom. The exe- 
cution was signed by “William 
Milburn, Shff., by Henry B. Belt, 
deputy.” Service was $2 and the 
notice 50 cents. 

Addressed to the “Hon John M. 
Krum, Judge of the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court,” the petition drawn up 
by F. B. Murdock, “atty for pitff.” 
set forth that “Dred Scott, a man 
of color, respectfully states to your 
honor that he is chaimed as a slave 
by one Irene Emerson of the Coun- 
ty of St. Louis, State of Missouri, 
widow of the late Dr. John Emer- 
son who at the time of his death 
was a surgeon in the United States 
Army.”

Later Dr. Emerson was trans- 
ferred to Fort Snelling “in the ter- 


furthér in free territory for five 
years. In closing, the petition 
states the slave “believing that un- 
der this state of facts he is entitled 
to his freedom, prays your honor 
to allow him to sue said Irene 
Emerson in said court in order to 
establish his freedom.’ 

St. Louis Court Granted Freedom. 

The petition is signed “Dred 
Scott,” his mark. In his order 
which followed the filing, Judge 
Krum wrote that Scott be allowed 
to sue “after giving satisfactory 
security” and stipulated that he 
have “reasonable liberty to attend 
his counsel and the court as occa- 
sion may require, and that he be 
not removed out of the jurisdic- 
tion of the court and that he be 
not subject to any severity on ac- 
count of his application for free- 
dom.” : 

In the Jong, drawn-out litigation, 
the Circuif Court granted him his 
freedom only to have the decision 
reversed by the Missouri Supreme 
Court. Meantime he became the 
property of an absentee master re- 
siding in New York. Anti-slavery 
lawyers continued thigir interest in 
the case and bringing suit in Fed- 
eral Court, the case finally reached 
the Supreme Court. 

As the Federal suit which rest- 
ed on whether Scott had a right 
to sue his master in the United 
States courts depended on his being 
a citizen and thus able to bring suit 
against the citizen of another state, 
the Supreme Court first had to de- 
termine. whether he was a free- 
man. 

The majority of the court said 
Scott was not a citizen. Negroes 
never had been citizens and the 
Constitution did not apply te them, 
they argued. According to prece- 
dent here the case should have 
ended, but Chief Justice Taney and 
his supporters felt they had an op. 
portunity to pass on the merits of 
the case and so remove a danger- 
ous question although not present- 
ed to them by the facts. The 
Court therefore in voiding the 
Missouri Compromise held that 
masters had a constitutional right 
to hold slaves anywhere in+the 
Federal. domain. 

Dred Scott’s Wife’s Case. 

The file of papers relating to the 
Dred Scott case is accompanied by’ 
a similar set for his wife, “one 
Hattie H., a woman of color.” 

According to her petition she was 
bought 11 years before in Virginia 
by “one Maj. Talliaférro and car- 
ried to Fort Snelling and there sold 
to Dr. Emerson.’’ Apparently there 
is no record of what became of 
Dred Scott and his wife. When 


The slave’s complaint goes on to 
explain that Dr. Emerson “pur- | 
chased him in the City of St. Louis | 
about nine years ago, he then be- 
ing a slave, from one Peter Blow, 
now deceased, and took the peti- 
tioner with him to Rock Island, 
State of Illinois, and there kept 


they died and where they were 
buried is not known. 

However about a secure resting 
place for the worn files of their 
suits for freedom there is no doubt. 
They are among the chief histori- 
cal treasurers of an old and his- 
torical city.

Corporation Taxes Will 


Be Needed.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18.— 
The State Survey Commission’s 
recommendation to Gov. Caulfield 
for an expenditure of nearly $200,- 
000,000 in a 10-year period for new 
buildings for State educational, 
eleemosynary and penal institutions 
and for a program of extensive 
progress in State activities will be 
reduced to one-fourth or one-fifth 
when the Governor prepares his 
suggestions to the Legislature, ac- 
cording to his tentative plans. Hir 
ideas will be presented to the next 


regular Legislature, and he will not 
call a special session for the pur- 
pose. 

It is the understanding that the 
Governor feels he would not be 
justified in asking the Legislature 
to impose the heavy taxes the com- 
mission’s program would make 
necessary, nor in submitting his 
recommendations at a special ses- 
sion, the cost of which wovld be 
heavy. The Governor is said to be 
rather determined that any in- 
crease in State taxation shall be 
limited to a rate which will pro- 
duce not more than $5,00,000 an- 
nually above the present receipts. 
and is inclined to scale this. in- 
crease down to approximately $4.,- 
000,000. 

Thinks $5,000,000 a Year Enough. 

Though the Governor declined to 
be quoted on his probable recom- 
mendations until he had worked 
them out in detail, it is known he 
holds the opinion that an addition- 
al expenditure of from $4,000,000 


to $5,000,000 a year would withina 


a very few years bring the institu- 
tions to a high standing, and would 
improve the educational system to 
the point recommended by the 
commission. 

The Governor's position is said to 
be that he feels the commission per- 
formed a vaiuable public service in 
its survey and recommendations as 
te the State needs, but that its find- 
ings should be considered as some- 
thing toward which to aim in the 
future and not be adopted in full 
at the present time. He is not pre- 
pared to go along with the com- 
mission in siatebiatinas tax increases 
to the extent recommended. 

Particularly on the subject of 
schools, the Governor is said to 


differ with the commission, which 


proposed that the local school tax 
rate in all districts should be re- 
duced to 20 cents on the $100 valu- 
ation, and that the State should 
provide the funds above the amount 
that rate would produce to bring the 
rural schools to a minimum stand- 
ard to be fixed by the Legislature. 

He thinks the present lo- 
eal echool rates should pe 
continued and that State amd 
should begin only when the 
present maximum constitutional 
rates fail to produce sufficiert 
funds. Under this plan, he thinks, 
additional State aid of slightly 
more than $1,000,000 a year wouid 
bring the rural schools to the rec- 
ommended minimum standard. 

For Higher Income Tax, 

The Governor agrees with the 
Commission that virtually all of 
the improvements must be financed. 
by increasing the income and cor- 
poration franchise and 
that, at least under present condi- 
tions, there can be no increase in 
property taxes. Practically the en- 
tire burden would thus fall on 
business, and while the Governor 
believes business generally would 
not object seriously to some in- 
crease in taxation, he looks upon a 
heavy tax on business as a mis- 
taken economic policy. and he is 
not disposed to institute it. 

The State income tax now pro- 
duces approximately $4,000,000 an- 
nually at a 1 per cent rate. The 
Commission proposed increasing 
the rate % of 1 per cent on in- 
comes of less than $4000 and in- 
ereasing it by stages to 5% per 
cent on incomes above $19,000. It 
estimated this new rate schedule 
would produce from $7,000,000 to 
$12,000,000 additional revenue an- 
nually. It is doubtful that the 
Governor wil] approve any plan 


which would more than double the; 
‘present rate. 


Not In Favor of Extra Session. 

The Governor has under consid- 
etation a rejuest from Theodore 
Gary. chairman of the Survey Com- 
mission, that he call the Legisia--

President Hoover, in his apology for the Grundy 
tariff, speaks of “the new flexible provision” which 
establishes “semi-judicial methods” of determining 
differences in “cost of productionat home and 
abroad,” thus making it possible to “remedy inequal- 
ities” in the rates. a : 
| The flexible provision of the Hawley-Smoot act is 
substantially the same as that of the present law. 
It requires the Tariff Commission to investigate the 
difference in the cost of producing goods here and 
abroad and to recommend increases or decreases in 
duties which will make such costs equak This prin- 
ciple of equalizing costs is,an economic absurdity. 
Even if production costs could be accurately deter- 
mined, duties which would equalize foreign and do 
mestic costs would be too low in some cases, too high 
in others. They would be too low to preserve those 
industries which we may need for military prepared- 
iness. They would be so high, in the cases, for in- 
stance, of bananas or of coffee, as to prohibit all im- 
portation. Duties really equalizing costs of produc- 
tion would put an end to international trade. : 
But production costs cannot be accurately deter- 
mined. They cannot be determined unless all Amer- 
ican and foreign producers are required to keep cost 
accounts which would be audited by the commission. 
Such a requirement might be enforced within the 
United States, at great expense. But it could never 
be imposed upon the foreign producer. Even if it 
could, the problem wquld not be solved.

There Are More Good Homes’ Than Young: 
sters——H ow St; Louis “Agencies Find Parents 
for Deserted Children. 


HOPPERS for adoptable babies 
S in St. Louis will experience dif- 

ficulty in filling their orders 
for; according to workers in agen- 
cies devoted to.child welfare and 
persons interested in the futtre of 
abandoned childreh, the foster 
parents must be as suitable to the 
baby as the infant is to them. No 


‘longer may the woman bored with 


gayety merely say, “I'll take this 
one,” from a stock of available ha- 
bies, for; while the baby may suit 
her perfectly, her very nmiotive will 
prevent her acquiring this new 
plaything. 

So when you hear of a baby be- 
ing left on a door step or read of 
one spending the night in the ash 
can, save your tears. The baby will 
have selected for it, not only prop- 
er foster parents but a certain sort 
of environment as well. The fird- 
ing of homes for these children is 
an all-year-round event for a num- 
ber of agencies who because of 
these rules, find that the demand 
for a particular type of child ex- 
ceeds the supply. 

According to a worker for the 
Board of Children’s Guardians this 
is particularly true of baby girls. 
Little girls with blue eyes and: light 
curly hair seem to be a standing 
order.” ; 
‘People always think they are 
going to get an orphan,” continued 
the child welfare worker, “and are 
always disappointed when they find 
that most babies have a parent liv-

able for adoption. They are being 
boarded or cared for until ‘ the 
parent may readjust matters and 
eventually take its child. 

“A chart prepared by the Com- 
munity Fund showed that last year 
in nine such agencies in the fund 
526 children were cared for and of 
this number only 2.4 per cent were 
full orphans and 77 per cent had 
both parents living. 


Another well-known type = of 
woman baby shopper is the one 
who hopes to hold her husband by 
adopting a child. She feels that a 
baby in the home would weld the 
breach. This woman isn’t so par- 
ticular just what sort of baby she 
finds just-so it is a nice one but 
she wants immediate delivery and 
is put out when the agency will not 
place a'child in such a home. Upon 
investigation the agency has found 
that the husband is indifferent to 
the idea and will go his way de- 
spite the baby. 

“Then there is the woman who 
has been married 10 or 15 years, 
who in the early stages of her mar- 
ried life was too busy working to 
think of babies. Later when the 
careér is on the wane she rushes 
to an institution to secure a ready- 
made family.
